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THE NATHANIEL COBB FAMILY 


On March 20, 1818, Nathaniel Cobb was married to Jane Russell 


in West Feliciana Parish, Louisiana. | 


Jane and Nathaniel had several children born in Louisiana before 
1830. These were Martha (1819), Harrison (1821), Falbia (1824-1825), 
Ezekiel (1826-1828), Sicily A. (1829-1830). Two additional children 
were apparently born in Madison County, Mississippi, after Nathaniel 
and Jane moved to Mississippi from Louisiana around 1830. These chit- 


dren were Jane (1831-1832) and Mary Ann (1833-1834). 


There is no record of Nathaniel and Jane living in Madison County. 


The 1840 census for Madison County lists Harrison as the Head of the 
Household for five individuals. His older sister, Martha, had married 
Benjamin F. Pickett in 1838. Martha died in the early part of 1840 


leaving one child, Benjamin F. Pickett, Jr. 


The other children of Jane and Nathaniel living with Harrison in 


1840 were Ezekiel, Falbia, Sicily, Jane and Mary Ann. Harrison, as the 


oldest son, assumed responsibility for his younger siblings. 


Na Marriage Records; MDAH, Jackson, Mississippi; Book Catalog 


No. 929.3/L93wf/W517. 
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Since there is no documentable proof of Nathaniel and Jane Cobb 


living in Madison County, Mississippi, one must assume that they moved 
there about 1830 and after having two more children (Jane and Mary Ann) 


that they died in Madison County about 1835. 


Falbia Cobb married William Robert McKay in Madison County on 

May 20, 1844. The 1850 census for Madison County lists Robert and Falbia 
and two children - Martha J., age three and one male, age one who had not 
been named; in addition, Mary A. (age 16, Falbia's younger sister) was 
living with them. Falbia and Robert later moved to Copiah County where 
she died on February 4, 1895, near Rockport and is buried in Providence 
Camp Ground Cemetery. The last evidence found concerning Ezekiel was a 
probate record in 1847 naming him as one of the heirs of Nathaniel and 
Jane Cobb for the court approved sale of two slaves. Harrison Cobb was 


named the Guardian for his unmarried younger sisters Mary Ann and Jane 


in 1847. 


Sicily A. Cobb married Thomas C. Rogers in about 1846. The 1850 
census for Leake County, Beat #3, enumerates T. C. Rogers, age 36, his 
wife Sicily and two children - Benjamin, age 13 and Mary E., age 1. 


Sicily's younger sister, Jane, was residing with the Rogers Family when 


the 1850 census was made. 


Jane Cobb was married on October 30, 1850, to George McCauley in 


Leake County, Mississippi.

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Mary Ann Cobb, the youngest of Nathaniel and Jane's children, was ~~ 


married on October 28, 1850, to Lemuel McKay in Leake County, Mississippi. 


The 1840 census of Madison County (Page 107) lists Harrison Cobb 
as Head of Family for five younger teenage children - Ezekiel, Falbia, 


Sicily, Jane and Mary Ann. Living “next door" was the Elizah Hester 


Family. 


Shortly after 1840 (Ca 1842) Harrison Cobb married Hester, 
a daughter of Elizah and Frances Hester. There were two children from 
this union - Martin S. (1843) and Frances E. (1845). Sometime before 
1850, Harrison's first wife died. The 1850 census enumerates their two 
children as members of the Elizah Hester Family (their grandparents) in 
Madison County. The same census lists Harrison Cobb with the J. C. Groves 


Family in Leake County where he is shown as age 28, a farmer and shows his 


birthplace as Louisiana. 


A probate record in Madison County (Probate Docket A-Page 162 - December 
Term 1847) names Harrison Cobb as guardian for his younger sisters, Jane 
and Mary. There are several records of this process which was necessary 
to permit the sale of two slaves who had belonged to Nathaniel and Jane. 


The sale of the two slaves was necessary to divide the proceeds among their 


heirs. 


Harrison Cobb's second marriage was to Rebecca’ McCauley on December 31, 
1850, in Leake County, Mississippi. Rebecca apparently had no children by 
_Harrison and died or was separated from Harrison within two years of their 
marriage.

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Harrison Cobb's third marriage was to Mdrgaret Scott in March of 
1852 in Madison County. They had one child, a son - Nathaniel - who 
was born January 31, 1853. Margaret Scott was the daughter of Mary Ann 
Allen Simmons of Attala rout Mary Ann Allen was the wife of a prominent 


Attala County landowner - William Simmons. 


From a review of records, there is no proof of who Margaret Scott's 
father may have been; probate records for Mr. William Simmons’ estate in 
Attala County lists Nathaniel Cobb as a grandson. Perhaps Mary Ann Simmons 
was married prior to her marriage to Mr. Simmons to a Scott or Margaret may 
have been married herself to a Scott prior to her marriage to Harrison 
Cobb. No records were found which document Margaret Scott Cobb's death 


but evidence would suggest that she died in the mid 1850's. 

Harrison Cobb is listed on the 1860 census in Leake County, Mississippi, 
with Martha A. {age 21) who was apparently his fourth and last wife; his 
sons Martin S. (age 17), Nathaniel (age 6), Benjamin (age 1), and daughters 
Frances E. (age 15) and Cisily E. (age 2) are all residing with him. The 
two older children, Martin and Frances, were by his first wife (Ms. Hester); 
Nathaniel by his third wife, Margaret Scott and the two younger children, 
Cisily E. and Benjamin E. by Martha A. If these assumptions are correct, 
Margaret died around 1855 and Harrison married Martha A. about 1857. Martha, 


was about 18 and Harrison was 36 years old at the time of their marriage.

Harrison Cobb enlisted from Leake County in Captain E. C. Postell's 
Company CSA on September 10, 1863. He was taken prisoner from Wathall's 
Brigade on November 24, 1863 at the Battle of Lookout Mountain, Tennessee. 
He arrived at Rock Island I]linois Prison a December 14, 1863. He died 
there on June 12, 1864, from meningitis. His grave marker is in the ;

Confederate Cemetery at Rock Island. His son, Martin, was also a prisoner £¢: +7! 


at Rock Island and returned home to Leake County. 


His widow, Martha Ann Cobb, was remarried on July 17, 1866, to J. J.

' Harrison Cobb was married four times and fathered at least seven 


children - Martin, Frances, Nathaniel, Cisily, Benjamin, Moneras and Jane. 


Nathaniel in 1870 was living with his grandmother, Ms. William (Mary 
Ann) Simmons in Attala County. He is listed on the census as a farm 
laborer. Apparently following his father's death at Rock Island Prison 
in June 1864 and his stepmother's remarriage in 1866, Nathaniel went to

All typing, decipvhering and copying done bv Herb Jdwards, husband of 


Calhoun Co., ilississippvi was formed in iiarch of 1852. Since thet 
time the Court Records have burned three times, the last time being 
1922, The only records that remain before 1922 are those held by the 
individual families from the area, such as the ones contained in this 
booklet. In 1987 one large volume was put together with assorted deeds, 
estetes and other material that dates back a number of years unknown 
to this writer. The volume has not been read by me. It is available 
for public view at the Calhoun Co. Court House in Pittsboro, MS. 

All records in these papers came directly from the Cobb family 


and passed down over the years. 
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State of lWississippi, Warren County March the 11, 1863 
Dear Wife and Children, 

I have once more taken my pen in hand to write you a few lines. 

I am in common health at this time by the Bjessing of Almighty God. 
Hoping this few lines may come safe to hand and find you enjoying the 
same Blessing. I have written two letters to you since I left home 
and I haven't heard a word from you yet. I want you to write as soon 
as you can. I sent one from Grenada and one by Ben Miller since I 

got here. Well, we are doing tolerable well here. We get some beef, 
about enough for one mile (meal) a day and that is as poor as beef 
ever gets, some rice, some sugar and mollasses and some little bacon 
yesterday. I have bought some bacon and paid 75 cents a pound for that. 
I worked one day and had nothing to eat, that was last Saturday. Last 
Friday I walked about 6 or 8 miles to see a man shot. I hear that he 
had deserted our army and joined the nortnern army and then was taken 
prisoner, 

I hear that Van Dorn (General) has taken some three thousand pri- 
soners and killed or wounded one thousand in Tennessee, 

We are camped about 12 miles abowe Vicksburg on the Yazoo River. 
How long we will stay here I do not know. I saw Abraham Davis a few 
days ago. He is well and fatter than you ever saw him. 

. Well dudy times are hard. We have little more than half enough 
tents to sleep in nor half enough vessels to cook in but we make out 
somehow by cooking all day and part of the night. Well, I have about 
one bucket of potatos and gave one dollar for them. 

Well Judy you have something at home yet and when you go to sell 
it remember what I have to give when I buy things or when you have to 
buy yourself, 

Well, if you haven't got the thread that I sent by Berry Barton 
from Grenada send down there and see about it. 

So I will come to a close for this time. Howdy and farewell for

I have taken my pen in hand to write you a few lines to let you 
know that I am yet in the land of the living and in common health at 


Hoping that when these few lines come to hand they may find 
you all enjoying the same blessing by the Blessing of Almighty God, I 
have just sent you a letter by James but I didn't write as much as I 
wanted to. You wrote that you wanted to know if I heard from Gray 

- Since you wrote to me. I haven't heard a word from him. Peter got a 
letter .from home and one that Gray had sent to Mother that was written 
in February. Gray was in Tennessee that is all I know and have heard 
from him and I have never got but one from you since I left home and 
that was written the 22 of March, The first day of April James brought 
it when h? came. 

Well I said something to you about our Deer Creek trip. The yan- 
kees burnt up some places every house on some places, They left some 
five miles and burnt some nigger quarters clear up, all the corn and 
fodder, killed a heap of stock and took all the bacon they could get 
hold of, 

We have been here seven days. The yankees was here close to us 
when we come here but they are all gone now I suppose. They were not 
far from our fort and tried to mount some guns but we fired on them 
so that they couldn't get the guns up. I hear that they are leaving 
Corinth (Mississippi) and I hear that federals are falling back up 
into Kentucky (spelled Caintucky) and I hear that Bragg has had a 
fight with them in Tennessee and whipped them but it may not be true. 
It is said that we are going north and some said that we were going 
to Tupelo, there is no telling where we will go when we start, 

Well Judy I hear that they are going over the country pressing 
the bacon and leaving one quarter of a pound to each one in a family 
for six months, I suppose for the arms. We have drawn a few messes of 
bacon since I have been in. I want you to keep enough for yourselves 
if you can for if they get it and take it off the soldiers won't get 
it, it will be taken out and sold to the officers, If I can buy any 
I have to give from 75 cts to $1.00 a pound for it. I am in hopes 
that they won't come there and bother you about what little you have 
got and if any officer comes to you to but anything don't quit char- 
ging of them. They get big pay and can pay a big price. Don't for- 
get none of the soldiers for nobody has no mercy on me when I go and 
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buy anything, it don'y matter what it is and you and the rest of the 
family has to live and if you have to buy anything you will have it 
to pay for and that from 5 to 20 prices, 

Well Judy, a few more words and I will come to a close. Well, 
children, you must be good children and mind your mother and if I 
never see you again you must learn to be smart, be kind to one ano- 
ther and all you may chance to meet, 

Well, Isaac and Sener, you must mind your Miss Judy and do the 
best you can and if you do this you are not to blame. 

Well, I will come to a close for this time. Still remain your 
beloved husband and father until death.

State of Mississippi. Camp Lowrin ? Four miles from Greenwood on the 
banks of the Yazoo River. April the 13 1863 
Dear Wife and Children. 

I am permitted the privelege of writing you a few lines by the 
Blessing of Almighty God. I am in common health at this time except 
a bad cold and cough. Hoping when these lines come to hand they may 
find you all enjoying the best of health. I haven't anything of inte- 
rest to write you at this time. 

We have been stopped here for twelve days, the longest we have 
stayed in one place since I have been in the company and I am in 
hopes that we will stay here or go north. I don't want to go south 
but soldiers don't have their choice where they go. They have to go 
where they are told, let it be good or bad. 

Well, we are camped in a tolerable good place. We have to use the 
river water here. It is tolerable good now but it won;t be good in the 
summer, but we will go somewhere else before long. Without accident 
we will go somewhere else I think. 

Well, I hear nothing from you since the 22 of March. If you write, 
your letters don't come to me and I haven't received but one from you 
since I left home and I have wrote seven and I haven't heard where you 
have got ari (any) of them or not. You didn't say in the letter that 


I got where you had got ary one or not and I sent you some there from 
Grenada by Mr. Barton and you didn't say where you had them or not, 
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and I have sent ten dollars by James Davis to get your thread in Gre- 
nada if he could and if he didn't get the thread to give you the money. 
(Letter continued on April the 14th day) 

There has been a rain here and it is right cool here now. There 
has been right cool weather here ever since we have been here but not 
to cold for wheat and anything would grow. The woods are green here 
as ever I've seen it for this time of year and I believe greener. 

Well Judy, you wanted to know if I had heard from Gray since you 
wrote me, I have never received his letter yet. I heard that McGuire 
had come home and said the Company was in Columbia, Tennessee when he 
left. It is all that I have heard. Tell Uncle James McAdams that I 
read a letter from Moses dated the 18 of livrch. He said that he was 
well at that time and said that he never got the clothes that his 
mother had sent him but I reckon they have heard it by now. 

We left T.L. McAdams at Sniders Landing when we left there and 
he started up the river and stayed in Yazoo City. He sent word that 
he was in better health than he had been in some time. There are sev- 
eral complaining, none bad sick, Pink Seal is complaining but is so 
that he can get about. Tom Hunt has a bad cough. There has been one 
death in the Company since I come to it. The old man Truss at Sniders 
Le-ding went with us on Deer Creek and was taken sick the first night 
and got back to the landing and lived a few days. 

Well Judy, you must make (plant) a heap of potatoes if you can 
and make all you can in your garden and eat it. I would like to be 
there to help you eat peas and beans but I can't be there this spring. 
Maybe I will be there sometime if I live and live in hopes if I die 
in despair. 

Well Judy, I hear they are going over the country dividing the 
bacon and giving 50cents a pound for it but I am in hopes that they 
won't bother you for you can get that for your meat if you have any 
to spare, if you can't get more. I want you to write to me how many 
letters you have got from me. So, I will come to a close, Still re- 
main your affectionate husband and father, 

Wm. W. Cobb to Judy Cobb his Wife and Children 
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I will write you a few more lines. I left home 2 months ago to- 
day and have traveled a good deal by railway, steamboats and on foot 
and have seen a right smart. There are body lice on our men for they 
are plenty in camps. I believe I have had them on me, 

IT have been guarding what they call beef cattle. I call them 
calves because they are about the size of the ones you had in the pen 
when I left home. They took these and killed them today and emptied 
the pen as Davis said goodbye. 

Well Judy, this is one of the places where there is preaching 
sometimes. I have heard two sermons since I have been here. There is 
fiddling, dancing, card playing, horse racing and swearing as well. 
So much for that. 

I hear the yankees are all going back to Cairo and Columbus and 
Kentucky but I'm afraid it is not so. Boys under eighteen are volun- 
teering. It looks like eating up seed corn to kill such, 

Stock beef is selling at twenty cents a pound and such steers 
as mine are worth two hundred dollars. Socks are selling from $1.50 
to $2.00 per pair and soap is selling hard at $1.00 per pound. Chick- 
ens, I suppose, are worth $1.50 to 32.00 each and everything else in 
proportion, 

Tamzy, i want you to be smart and learn to knit me a pair of 
socks next winter if I live. John, you and Henry must see if you can 
write me a few lines by Fall, James Gray must see if he can do some- 
thing for me. Well, I will close for this time so howdy and farewell 


for this time.

State of Mississippi. Grenada April 26, 1863 


Dear Wife and Children, 

I have this morning taken my pen in hand to write you a few lines. | 
I am in tolerable good health at this time. Hoping these lines may come 
safe to hand and find you all enjoying good health and doing well. 
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I haven't much to write at this time. We got here yesterday, 
Left Greenwood on the 22 to Duck Hill then come on the cars here, I 
have walked 
several letters and haven't heard where you got them or not. I haven't 


ed a good deal since I have been in camp. I have wrote you 
got nary letter since Jim come to us, Edwards come here this morning. 
He said that you were all well the last time he heard from you. He 
said that you had sold him some corn and meat. H said that he got 

50 bushels of corn at $1.50 and a hundred pounds of meat at 50 cents. 
I think that you had better keep your corn, for wheat is not made yet 
and I told you to keep your corn while wheat was made, then if you had 
more than you needed to sell it. Wheat has got the rust down here, but 
you are at home and you know better than I do what to do, but if the 
wheat and oats takes the rust you won't have enough corn to do you.

We came from 
Jackson to here yesterday on the cars. I have written two letters home 
Since I got to Jackson. I sent the first by Coker and the second by 
Sam Murphy. I will write to you and shortly if I get the chance to send 
it by hand. I have not gotten a letter from home since the 10th day of 
March though Mr. Murphy said Lucy Ann had a fine daughter(Peter's wife 
and the child died before he saw it). I “ave nothing more worth writing 
at present but remain your brother until death.

I am once more permitted the privelege of writing you a few more 
lines. By the Blessing of Almighty God I am as well as common at this 
time hoping these few lines may come safe to hand and find you all en- 
joying the same blessing. I haven't anything of interest to write to 
you at this time. My health is tolerably good at this time. 

We are expecting a fight here every day. There has been some 
fighting down at Grand Gulf below Vicksburg and our forces have fallen 
back and given the place up. We lost some men but I haven't learned 
how many. There are soldiers coming here every day from somewhere. We 
left Grenada last Saturday night and got here Monday morning and have 
been in readiness ever since, 

Some part of the men laying in the line of battle came in this 
morning about ten o'clock. I hear the Yankees are coming through our 
country again. I am in hope it isn't so bad but there is nothing to 
hinder them that I know of. We are here and when we will leave nobody 
knows nor where we will go when we do leave. Our pickets brought in 
two Yankees this morning. 

Well Judy, I would be glad to see a letter from you but I have 
almost given it up. If alive I shall keep looking until I see you or 


get one, Well Judy, I will come to a close for this time. I still re- 
main your affectionate Husband and Father until death so howdy and 
farewell for this time.

He said he would leave them at Rosses and Carter 
would get them and carry them to his house and you can get it from 
there. I will send Tamzy two rings. I sent the boys some fish hooks 
and I thought that I had ought to send Tamzy something. I sent the 
fish hooks by Edwards from Grenada and I am in hopes you have got them 
by now. 

Well Judy, you can try to raise a colt another spring if you think 
it best. You could mate one of the mares and raise one. If you have the 
money you can pay Miss Tate fifteen dollars that I owe Tate for. 

Well, I will say a few more words. The woods is getting green 
down here and I have seen some corn big enough to work. There is a heap 


of land lying out in this country. All along the river the soldiers is 
in some (boats) and the steamboats is taking the rails from a good many‘ 
farms. Well Judy, if soldiers should come about you, you had better 
watch for they will bar it. (take things as if borrowing) 

Well John, you thought it was bad lodging at Coffeeville that 
night you stayed with us but that was cery good for I have fared a 
heap worse than that several nights. I cut chips off of a stump one 
night and lay on them in water and mud. Well, I will come to a close 
for this time. May the Lord be with you all is my prayer for Christ's 
sake.

William W. Cobb was captured during the Battle of Vicksburg and 
placed in a Union prison there. He was given the Oath of Allegiance 
(original in possession of this writer) and sent home along with many 
others because of sickness (see Theora Hamblett account) on July 10, 
1863. He and the others made their way toward home by walking and an 
occasional wagon ride with William finally reaching Grenada, Ms. and 
subsequently dying there, about 50 miles from his home in Banner, Ms. 
He is buried in Spring Creek Cemetery at Banner, Calhoun Co., Ms. A 
stone marker along with a metal one showing Confederate service both 
mark his grave in the family plot.( also, see Theora Hamblett and

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Williem W. Cobb Civil War material continued: 


From "Theorea Hamblett-Paintings and Visions"(Grand daughter of William 
W. Cobbd) we find the following account of William's last days and the 


events that occurred later. 


"My grandparents married in August 1850. When the Civil War began 
they had six children, all under twelve yea&ts of age. 

when the Confederates in Vicksburg surrendered on July 4, 1863, 
the measles were killing many soldiers. A group of soldiers from North 


Mlississippi started walking home (see release account-Oath of Allegiance). 


Some of the soldiers already had the measles and others took them on the 
way home. Grandfather Cobb got within a few miles of Grenada where he 
and other veterans spent the night. The following day he was not able 
to go any further. Others in the group came on home and told Grandmo- 
ther Cobb where they had to leave Grandfather. 

Grandmother Cobb and her father, James Madison Absalom Davis, left 
for Grenada riding mules the next morning. They had to ride mules be- 
cause all horses were kept tied out in the woods to keep the Yankees 
from stealing them. 

A passenger train traveled from Water Valley, Ms. to G-enada, Ms. 
in those days, but Grandfather was sick and remained in a home several 
miles from Grenada, 

When Grandmother and her father finally reached the home where 
Grandfather had stayed, they learned that he had been buried two days 
before. (They returned to their home in Banner, Ms.leaving him buried.) 

After the first heavy frost came they took a wagon to Grenada to 
bring his remains back to the family cemetery at Spring Creek near Ban- 
ner, Ms. Grandmother Cobb almost did not survive the shock and grief. 
She prayed and meditated much about his soul's salvation. One night 
she dreamed that Grandfather flew down as an angel to where she and 
the children were working in their flower garden. He picked up two of 
the children and started away. Grandmother began crying and begging 
him to come back. He looked at her and said, " No, I have too good a 
home now." 

She reared all sist children to be grown, yet two preceded her in 


death. 
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Visions: Theora Hamblett continued: 

When a dream vision like Grandmother Cobb's occurs, doesn't the 
gift of talent for God's cause accompany the vision? Grandmother Cobb 
was a treble leader (soprano singer) in the Old Harp singings. The 
Singing class would not begin until she got there to lead the treble. 


Was her gift for dream vision passed on to me?"

Theora Hamblett 


Theora Hamblett was the daughter of Tamzy Sophia Cobb (William 
and Judy Davis Cobb's daughter) and Samuel Hamblett. Her paintings 
and visions are on permanent display in the home where she lived in 
Oxford, Mississippi and under the auspices of the University of Mis- 
sissippi where many view them every year. Other details regarding her 
life and accomplishments were printed in editions of the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal and Press Scimitar Newspapers.

Eneephalitis is an acute inflammation of the brain. The brain becomes 
Swollen and death occurs in many instances. It was known during the 
time of the Civil War as "brain fever"and caused by measles which 
infected many of the prison camps. The prisoners at the Vicksburg Camp 
were given the Oath of Allegiance and released for fear they would 
infect all the troops. The physicians there knew that most of the 

men would die either on the way or at home. They did not present any 


danger in regard to fighting again.

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DAY BOOKS OF JOHN LEVY COBB WITH ACCOUNTS FROM 1872 to 1880 


John Levy Cobb was born in Banner, Lafayette County, Miss- 
issippi August 5, 1851 (changed to Calhoun County in March 1852) 
and died in Banner November 26, 1925. He is buried in the Spring 
Creek Cemetery at Banner along with many members of his family. 

He was the oldest son of William Watson and Judy(Judah) 
Davis Cobb. After his father's death in 1864 he assumed the job 
of "man of the house" and continued to maintain his mother's 
farm until her death in 1889. According to accounts from family 
members, he was a guiding force for his younger brothers and 
sisters. 

John L. Cobb did not marry until the age of 41. He marr- 
ied one of his "Sweethearts", Docia Lagrone, on January 6, 1892. 
They were never fortunate enough to have children of their own 
but enjoyed their nieces and nephews, sending some to college. 

John's brother Henry died at the early age of 29 in 1882, 
leaving a wife an several small children, one not born as yet. 
Henry was serving as a Juror in Pittsboro, MS. in January 1882 
and slept in the open train depot, caught a cold which turned 
into pneumonia, 

One of the children of Henry Cobb, Thomas Marcellus Cobb, 
kept all these letters, receipts, book etc. until his death in 
1968. Sandra Clements Edwards is a Gr-Grand daughter of Thomas 
M. Cobb and now has all these papers in her possession. She 
knew her Gr-Grandfather very well and visited him many times 
until his death. 

As you read John's accounts throughout these years, you 
could consider him to be a "roundabout", drinking constantly 
and, in general, having a good time. These accounts of his 
drinks, tobacco ‘weren't listed as every day occurences (and 
I am not trying to defend him)but they happened during his 
time off from the farm or when he was in the big city(then) 
of Water Valley, MS. He did like the girls and liked to have 
a good time, but you can see his maturity develope through 
the years in the Day Books. After all, he was only 21 when 
he began the books. You can also see his generosity and his 
caring for others in some of the accounts. 

Enjoy the events in John L. Cobb's life for this 8 years.
